SEES NEEDED CHANGE 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 24.—Charles 


A. Grcathousc, state superintendent of 
public instruction, left this morning for 
Monticello to begin the examination of 
rural schools in the first of thirty Indi- 
ana counties, which he intends to visit 
to gather data, for an elaborate, program 
of rejuvenation of the Hoosier rural 
schools. 'From White county Mr. fireat- 
houso will switch across the state to 
Switzerland county. HI? intends to .visit 
counties in;every part of the state. 


The superintendent intends to use the 


data, gathered in impressing - upon the 
1013 legislature the. backwardness of 
Indiana in regard to Hie development of 
its rural schools. In aomo communities, 
the superintendent says, the schools 
continue in session but five months and 
he believes that such a. system should 
be changed radically. He will f\idy tho 
teaching, structure, of the buildings and 
general conditions surrounding each of 
tho typical schools and will compile 
tabulations of the facts he finds ap- 
parent. 


"Indiana has boasted of her school 


system for a good many years," said 
Mr. Greathouse, /'and she has boasted 
justly in most instances. But she can 
not hope to hold the position that prac- 
tically all educational interests of the 
country accede to her now if she con- 
tinues to allow the rural school system 
to exist as it docs today." 


Mr. Oreathouse has just issued from 


his'office, the lirst bulletin on industrial 
education, in lino with his expressed in- 
tention some time ago to lay emphasis 
lippn the introduction of industrial edu- 
cation ii< as many schools of tbo state 
as possible.

that it is folly to attempt to dispense with. 
Mr. 


Bryan-takes the view of the late Justice Harlatr? dis- 
tenting opinion that the ruling of the supreme court 
practically nullifies the only federal anti-trust laws 
•we have. Mr. Hearst accepts the dictum of the court 
ta at least opening the way to big business honestly 
conducted- Mr. Bryan believes that the defects read 
into the anti-trust law by the major opinion of the 
court should be corrected by .lefinte legislation de- 
signed to prohibit monopoly. 
Mr. Hearst has lately 


indicated his belief that congress ought to frame the 
anti-trust laws so as to give more positive outline to 
the limitations to corporate bodies so that business 
may know what is lawful 
and 
unlawful without 


waiting for a federal prosecution and a court decision 
to determine the case. It is not at all likely that Mr. 
Bryan will be willing the democratic party should as- 
sume a tolerant attitude toward any description of 
trust.

I' is purposed to show that orchard culture can 
b'e made successful and profitable in Indiana and to 
demonstrate some of the means by which this may 
be brought about. 
Northern Indiana used to raise 


great quantities of apples. There is no snunrl reason 
•why this should not again be done. There arc thou- 
sands of old orchards that need nothing more than 
scientific treatment and intelligent and punctual at- 
tention thereafter to make them sources of great profit. 
In the east the revival of old and abandoned orchards 
'is going forward on quite an extensive and very profit- 
jable scale. 
The owners of orchards ought by all 


|tneans to give heed to what the Purdue experts have 
,lo impart in their demonstration. There is no nood 


i whatever that the apples consumed in this part of the 
.country should be imported from Colorado, Oregon,
